He ‘is thoroughly in ac- 
cord with the prevailing sentiment of the 
state on all currency, tariff and bank 
questions. Mr. Gray is the present lieu- 
tenant-governor. Both of these gentle- 
men are popular, and have records that 
even an opponent in a hot can ass can- 
not find flaws in. 


Democratic conventions have been 
held this week in Tennessee, Michigan, 
Indiana, Georgia, Maryland, Illinois and 
Florida, leaving only Kentucky and 
North Carolina that have not elected 
delegates. The conventions of these two 
states will be held on the seventeenth, 
and the delegates will soon after begin to 
move on Cincinnati. Besides the dele- 
gates a great many citizens including sev- 
eral hundred newspaper men are pre- 
paring to go. It is needless to state that 
no paper will be better represented at 
the convention than Tue ConsTITUTION. 


Tux adjournment question is settled in 
congress, and the two houses are to be 
disbanded for the session next Wednes- 
day.

Lupton’s little treatise to the thoughtful 
attention of agriculturists. It proceeds upon 
the fact that a good farmer must know 
something of botany, something of zoology, 
something of geology, something of physics, 
something of mechanics, and something of 
chemistry; this knowledge, of course being 
to the last degree practical. Proceeding 
thus, the little book before us deals with 
the elements of scientific agriculture in the 
most practical style, and as the principles 
discussed are of universal application, it is 
designed for general use, being adapted to 
every section where agriculture is taught 
‘and practiced as a science. The contents 
embrace the development of scientific 
agriculture, the origin, composition and 
classification of soils, the composi- 
tion of plants, composition and 
properties of the atmosphere, the sourcesof 
plant food and how obtained, the improve- 
ment of soils, the use of manure or fertili' 
zers, mineral fertilizers, rotation of crops, 
the selection and care of live stock. Not a 
subject is treated but what is of surpassing 
interest tothe progressive farmer, and we 
hope to see the little volume adopted as a 
text-book in our public schools. The Geor 
gia state grange desires the traatise placed 
in the hands of farmers.
